With an embargo on Cuban 
sugar. 30 other sugar-produc- 
ing nation's have beep as- 
si gned _< iuolas-undor— «-cohK 
"plicated formula that few can 
understand. Il has been sug- 
gested that wealthy mer- 
chants and plantation owners 
arc'the principal beneficiaries 
of the existing system — and 
not the rapk and file individ- 
uals in the nations involved.- 
In fact, it is reported- that 
the workers on these foreign 
s u g a r plantations receive 
wages of from 7- to 30 cents ! 
per hour in contrast to the 
average American s u g a r 
worker's rate of S3 per hour. 
An- unsavory aspect to the 
pending legislation is- the in- 
fluence which lobbyists have 
had in the final legislative 
proposal. Sugar lobbyists who 
appeared , before the Mouse 
Agriculture Committee re- 
ceive fees or from S3.000 to 
$55,000 per year. One . may 
wonder what effect these 
highly paid influence ped- 
dlers have had on the final 
quotas allocated to their cli- 
ents — the 30 countries from 
which we purchase sugar. 
/.Congressman Paul Findloy 
of Illinois, a member of the 
House' Agriculture, commit: 
tee, is. the chief critic oT the 
sugar bill. Congressman 
Firidley asserts lhaj appropri- 
ate amendments to the 
measure. would result in sav- 
ing the nation and the Amer- 
ican consumer $280 million 
per year or more, than $1 bil- 
lion over the five-year period 
covered by this measure. 

The whole sorry subject is 
being aired during these final 
days' of the first session or 
the 09th Congress. The ex- 
tension of this Sugar Act may 
be sweet news to the sugar 
producers, but il strikes a 
sour note with the American 
consumer, including, this 
Member of Congress. 

At this writing the outcome 
of the sugar bill -is certainly 
in question', with final action 
expected to come in a last- 
minute House and Senate 
Conference. •
